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1 . ^4 video overlay apparatus comprising: 

a videts^caler operatively responsive to input video data; and 
a programmable switching mechanism, operatively coupled to the video scaler, to 
selectively route video dateNrom the video scaler to one of a plurality of video overlay 
generators to facilitate selective afsglay of overlay data on a display device. 



9. A videbsaverlay apparatus comprising: 

a video scalerbperatively responsive to input video data; 
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
